more care. 


An ambulance slides mto the emergency room 
delivery bay with a heart attack victim. A Belle 
Glade Fire Department rescue squad member has 
already begun basic life support measures, but what 
are his chances now he’s at the hospital? 

If it’s Glades General, they're better than ever. 
They're better because doctors aren't the only ones 
qualified now to take over where the Emergency 
Medical Technician leaves off. 

The victim has a better chance because three 
Glades General nurses recently completed a 
post-graduate course in advanced cardiac life 
support. 

And that means three more people in the 
emergency room qualified to take whatever action is 
necessary to save the victim's life. 

Mrs. Bonnie Peacock, the day supervisor of 
nurses at Glades General Mrs. Cindy Hartmann 
and Mrs. Helen Murray were the three registered 
nurses Glades General sent to Bal Harbour in late 
March to the Fourth Annual Postgraduate 
Seminar in Emergency Medicine. 

They were wrong among approximately 1,500 
physicians, registered nurses and "EMT II's” 
attending the seminar and among the group of an 
estimated 75 people who took the first Advanced 
Cardiac “Life Support course offered by the 
American Heart Association in the state. 

"The American Heart Association sets the 
standards on the latest in cardiac life support 
techniques," Mrs. Peacock said. Mrs. Peacock is 
one of a handful of people teaching CPR, (Cardio 
Pulminary Resuscitation) in the Glades. She was 
also the instructor who taught the Belle Glade Fire 
Department rescue team their Emergency Medical 
Technician course. 

To complete the-seminar, the three nurses said 
they took a series of written examinations and eight 
stations of practicial exams’ after receiving 
instruction on the material. 

“This wasn't all that simple," Mrs. Peacock 
said. “We had to pass to be certified and not 
everybody who took the course did.” 

‘he first of the practical exams began where 
Mrs. Peacock’s CPR students leave off, with basic 
life support which includes CPR, infant 
resuscitation and clearing an obstructed airway. 

From there it got tougher, using mechanical aids 
to breathing, inserting tubes down the throats of 
manikins without touching off sensitive alarm 
lights, starting intraveinous fluids in several veins 
and arteries, using electrical shock defibrillation 
equipment to stabilize a fluttering heart and using 
other electronic equipment and drugs to help 
victims. 

Mrs. Peacock said she, Mrs. Hartmann and 
Mrs. Murray were chosen by the hospital to attend 
the seminar because they are usually assigned to 
the emergency room and would be more apt to need 
the knowledge than other nurses in the hospital. 

She said the hospital also sent another nurse, 
Mrs. Anita Wood, to the seminar but she was 
involved in another area. 

All three nurses gave credit to the hospital for 
sending them and to the Florida Chapter of the 
‘American College of Emergency Physicians and the 
Florida Chapter of Emergency Department Nurses 
Association for sponsoring the seminar.

Corn 

Corn futures showed little response to the 2% 
increase in the April USDA Corn Planting 
Intentions report over January acreage intentions. 
The latest total of 82.7 million acres is 4.8 million | 
acres (6.2% ) more than in 1975 and the largest since | 
1959. Based on past experience, about 71 million 
acres of this should be harvested as grain. 


. Farmers continue to make good progress in field 
work with corn planting underway over much of the 
corn belt. Also, recent rains have relieved drought 
conditions in the western belt. With a normal 
growing season, the larger 1976 acreage should yield 
а crop of well over 6 million bushels. Even with а 
“repeat” of last year's below average yield of 86 
bushels per acre, a crop of around 6.1 billion bushels 
of 1972/73. Yield equal to the 1971-73 average (92 
bushels per acre) would indicate a crop of about 
6.5 billion bushels, and 13% above the record output 
in 1975. If we return to the 1954-69 trend, the 
average yield would be a little over 100 bushels per 
acre which appears quite unlikely, but this suggests 
what may be considered tne top of the production 
range at around 7 billion bushels. USDA estimated 
April 1 corn stocks at 2,812 million bushels, 27% 
larger than on that date in 1975, indicating a 
comparatively heavy corn disappearance during 
January-March.

Inspections of corn for export dropped to 25.0 
million bushels for the week ended April 16, the 
smallest since last December, bringing the season's 
total to April 16 to 924 million bushels, 242 million 
more than а year earlier, 


We do not expect corn futures to make much 
headway on the upside over the near term. 


Cattle 

The USDA's quarterly 23-state cattle on feed report 
showed 10.9 head on feed as of April 1, up 28% from 
the year earlier relatively low 15 million, but fewer 
than the 12.9 million on feed January 1, 1976. Fed 
cattle marketings during the January-March period of 
6.4 million head were up 15% from last year and 
placements during the period totaled 5.4 million, up 
14%. Producers in 7-states also indicated intentions 
to market 10 million fed cattle in the April-June 
quarter, up 18% from a year ago. Despite prospects 
of increased fed cattle supplies, total slaughter in the 
months ahead likely to be restrained by 
reduced non-fed supplies.

Scientists-at the Univer- 
sity of Florida are planning 
war on the Caribbean fruit 
fly using a love potion. 

They know that the use of 
a sex attractant exuded by 
the gypsy moth was useful 
in reducing moth population 
and thus reducing the. 
damage they did to trees. 
Dr. J. L. Nation says the 
secfetion of the gypsy moth 
was duplicated їп the 
laboratory, and placed on 
little bits of paper. The bits 
of paper were scattered at 
the rate of 5,000 per acre. 
The artificual sex attractant 
so confused the gypsy moths 
that they could not locate 
mates. 

Dr. Nation, 
entomology department, 
hopes 'to duplicate, the 
phermone secreted by the 
Caribfly and do the same 
with it as was done with the 
gypsy moth. To date, he has 
isolated the four components 
of the Caribfly sex lure and 
is working with chemists to 
attempt to reconstruct it 
artificially. 

Female insects usually 
secrete the sex lure, but in 
the Caribfly case, it is the 
males which attract the 

les. But it also has 
found that the lure 


in the 


attracts the male Caribfly, 
which may be a helpful bit of 
knowledge. 

The Caribbean fruit fly 
has been a considerable pest 
in our citrus industry. 
Because of its presence in 
Florida, fruit being shipped 
lo Japan and to western 


"eitrus producing areas must 


Бе fumigated. We don't 
wànt to export our Caribfly 
problem, and they don't 
want it either. 


Using the artificial sex 
attractant as bait, scientists 
hope to bait traps and 
determine where the Carib- 
fly infestation is located. 
Then, by spraying the sex 
lure on leaves, on twigs or 
bits of paper as in the gypsy 
moth case, they hope to do 
so thoroughly confuse the 
flies that they will be unable 
to mate and reproduce. Dr. 
Nation points out that there 
will be no environmental 
damage from this application 
as there might be from using 
an insecticide to kill the 
Caribflies. 

I am all in favor of using 
biological methods of pest 
control when they аге 
effective. Let's hope that 
the scientific effort pays off 
with a new type of control.
